Ottawa, Sept. .'t. — Tlio Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, in response to enquiries from the 
Washington Government respecting the 
advislbilitv of fumigating foreign mails us 
a precaution against cholera, replied thai 
■irith re.ipect to nil foreign mails which 
reach Canada from England, tho Imperial 
authorities wera requested two weeks ago 
that they bo fumigated before their depar- 
ture for Canada. 

The report of tlie International Quaran- 
tine Commission on tho condition of llrosso 
Isle station lias created ft great 6ens»tion. 
The government is endeavoring to improve 
it, hut a deep water wharf cannot bo built 
under two years. A steam disinfector will 
be erected to-morrow capable of disinfecting 
80 tons of immigrants effects and ships 
clothing in L'-l hours. Dr. Montizimbert 
has been giveu full power to detain all in- 
coming vessels any length of lime. Is is 
expected the Government will have to fol- 
low the example of tlio United Slates and 
forbid the entry of steerage nissengers until 
the scourge is over. 

Tho new regulations governing the in- 
Bpcction of steamboats haye been approved. 

Premier Abbott's outspokeness regard- 
ing hU health lends to the impression Unit 
he will retire from tho Premiership before 
long.

A VIOLENT DEMAGOGUE. 



One American at Least Who Hates 
Canada and Canada's Gov- 
ernment. 



Detailed Statement of tlio Reasons 
Why he Peels Sore— His Paper 
not Read. 



OnAND FoilKS, N.D. vScpt. .'(. — Joseph 
Ninuno, dr., wus unable to attend the reci- 
procity convention, hut n<. :. ~ sensational 
paper attacking Canada und reciprocity. It 
was not read. It says: "North Dakota 
farmers must all be fully aware of the fact 
that by abolishing the duties on their vuri- 
mis products they would encounter a very 
large Canadian competition, not only in 
their own markets hut also in the markets 
of St. Paul, .Minneapolis und Duluth, while 
they could secure no reciprocal market of 
any considerable value in Manitoba." 

Mr. Nimmo dwells on what he cilia 
"Canadian nggression upon American in- 
terests." He classifies them thus: 

First— Although Canadian seamen and 
Canadian vessels with their cargoes enjoy 
lull protection and complete commercial 
privileges in purls of the United States, 
Canada discriminates against American 
fishermen and enforces inhumanities against 
them which Daniel Manning, when Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, characterized us acts 
of bai barism. 

Second — The Dominion Government 
maintains an unjust discrimination of IS 
cents a ton against American ports on Lake 
Ontario and the St. Lawrence river, against 
which President Harrison has issued a re- 
taliatory message. 

TiiiiU) — The Dominion Government im- 
posed unjustly discriminating entrance and 
clearance fees upon American vessels in 
Canadian waters, contrary to the express 
terms c f the treaty of Washington. 

Folium — Tho Dominion Government 
refuses to allow American citizens to go to 
the relief of American vessels and crews 
when wrecked in Canadian waters. 

Fifth — The Ujmininn Government im- 
poses insulting and unprecedented dis- 
crimination in the duty of 20 per cent, on 
Bilver coin of the United Slates. 

Sixth — The Dominion Government lias, 
at the public cost, built a railway ueross 
the continent, and, in connection with a 
heavily subsidized stenmer lino on the Pa- 
cific coast, is now seeking to divert com- 
merce from American ships, American Pa- 
cific coast ports und American national 
transportation lines. The annual subsidies 
paid to this combination amount to $10,000,- 
000. 

Seventh — The DominionGovern ment has 
tho audacity to impose a discrimination 
duly of 10 per cent, upon tea und coffee 
when imported from the United Stutis. 
This ia a part of a scheme to divert com- 
merce from American ships and from Am- 
erican seaports. 

ElujITJ] — The Dominion Government, in 
the express statutory provision, empowers 
Canadian railroads to ma ka any partial or 
unjust or practical discrimination which 
may he necessary in order to grasp Ameri- 
can commerce. This enables the Canadian 
companies to evade the long und short haul 
rule. 

Ninth — The Dominion Government refuse, 
lo extend lire privilege right of copyright to 
American authors aft«r the United States 
has extended such privileges to Canadian 
authors, 

Tenth — ThoDomin ion Government is con- 
niving in the practice of importing Chinese 
and running them across our border. 

KLicvi:NTn --The Dominion Government has 
sued with all their power to throw tlie full force 
of Diitisli diplomacy and military Influence! 
in favor of Canadian depreciations upon our 
scaling interests.

SAMOA'S SITUATION. 

The Influence of King Mfttnafa Oraduallj Ex- 
tending— Objections to the Poll Tax. 

San Fhancisco, Sept. 'J.— A special from 
Apia, Samoa, of August IS, says that Mut- 
nafa has been given tho name of " Tarn- 
asualu " by Iho Safata natives. This is one 
of the five titles necessary for tho king of 
Samoa to hold in order to rule with uny 
power. Mutaafa now holds all the titles 
but two. A largely attended meeting of 
tho chiefs have been held at Malie, and 
Mataafa made presents of tine mats lo the 
assembled chiefs. Tho Mataafa party still 
maintains a policy of silence, though some 
of the chiefs desire to hoist their own Hug. 
The great desire of the party is that 
the threo treaty powers should with- 
draw the Chief Justice and the 
President of the Couucil, on the ground 
tbut they arc incompetent anil tr.o highly 
puid. The Consuls informed the King that 
the three Powers were prepared lo send 
men-of-war to carry out any warrant of the 
Supremo Court lor the arrest of any native 
whom the Government wus unable to arrest, 
should the offence of the nativo be against 
tho white residents. This is good news to 
the whiles, as a number of complaints have 
been made to the Chief Justice without 
effect, he pleading the unsettled state of the 
country as the cause for not proceeding 
llierein. 

President Senft is already at loggerheads 
with M alien, Secretary of State, und has 
asked King Malietoa to dismiss him, but 
the Samoan Government does not acquicse. 
Senft refused to allow Maben to inspect the 
Government accounts, und though the 
President is required, under the treaty, to 
render accounts monthly, lie bun not eiven 
them to the King since December Inst. The 
municipal council is unable to do anything 
in the way of public works, as their revenue 
is all used to pay salaries. The monthly ex- 
pence of the council is about $1,200, includ- 
ing the president's salary of $420. Senft 
has been displeased by a letter received 
from tho consular board, stating that 
United States Consul- General Blucklock 
had informed his government that President 
Senft hurl not foi warded the resolutions of 
the council appointin g a returning board. 
Senit claimed that under the treaty no one 
representative of the powers had a right to 
forward such a communication. There was 
a meeting of the United State sConsul Black, 
lock, German Consul Beermnn and the En- 
glish Consul Cutack Smith, with King 
Midietoa and Secretary Maben on tho 10 h. 

The native poll tax is coming in usu slow- 
ly and il is apparent that a majority of the 
natives will refuse to pay it altogether. 
The natives aro now $122,000 in arrears, 
and the whites are getting tired of paying, 
as all the moneys collected are disbursed us 
salaries. The roads outside of the munici- 
pality are in very poor shupe, and notacent 
lias been expended on them since the lUrlin 
treaty was put in force. Mataaf i is doing 
his best to clean up the roads about Malia, 
and is compensating the whites for any de- 
predations committed on their property by 
his people. 

Lieutenant Coffin, United States nuvy, 
has arrived at Apia on his way to Pago 
Pago harbor to rnAlco soundings for a wliurf 
on the United States Government's property 
at Swimming point, where coal will be 
stored. 



WATCHING MARS. 

Local Astronomers and .Star Gazers 
Observing- an Interesting 
Phenomenon. 



No ucw Lig-lit Thrown on the Planet's 
Constitution— The Contrast 
of Color. 



<i'uite a large number of Victorions who 
pride themselves on knowing something 
about astronomy were out of doors lust 
evening, watching an interesting phenome- 
non iu connection with the planet .Mars, 
the much-talked of celestial body which 
has b2en attracting so much attention of 
late. According to tho programme, the 
planet was to appear' about !) o'clock p.m., 
and at the Lick Observatory, in California, 
an observation was to be made to ascertain 
the exact time of the planet's appearance and 
disappearance. The data at hand give 
the time the planet's centre passed the 
edge of the moon, at 17 minutes, 13 seconds 
after 9 o'clock, and was uncovered again at 
,'h2 minutes, -17 seconds past 10. There will 
probably be a change in this time when the 
official report from the observatory is re 
ceived. 

Following is the oflicial bulletin isnued 
from the Lick observatory about the phe- 
nomena : 

" The planet will disappear at a point 
on the moon's edge about 42 degrees from 
the moon's north point, measured toward 
the east, and it will reappear at a point on 
the edge about So degrees from the moon's 
north point measured toward the moon's 
west point. That is, it will reappear very 
near the moon's west point. 

"The pkenomi n i|may be observed with the 
naked eye, or better with tin opera glass, 
The observer should determine whero the 
moon's north, east and west points are and 
the above data will enable him lo locate the 
point of reappearance. Observers with tele- 
scopes will remember that tho images are 
usually inverted. 

"To obtain any results useful to astrono- 
my observers must note the exact time the 
moon touches the edge of tlie planet ut the 
beginning and ending of the occupation, 
and they must know the correction of their 
watches. Standard time may be obtained 
at various places in the city and at all the 
railway stations. 

"This occtiltntion will be observed pretty 
generally in the United Slates. The results 
will be chiefly valuable in relation to the 
data of mathematical astronomy. The ob- 
servation will throw little or ne light on the 
constitution of Mars itself. As a mere spec- 
tacle it will he interesting, and the contrast 
of color between .Mars end the moon will be 
noteworthy. " 

The local star gazers who watched the 
transit say they were able to follo v the 
record fairly accurately, but were unabln to 
say how closely the programme was curried 
out.

THE CH0LEKA. 



It ia the Absorbing- Topic in England 
iu Connection With Foreign 
Immigration. 



Intense Excitement in Germany— The 
Hirscli Movement Responsi- 
ble for its Spread. 



Latest Advices from Infected Points— 
Tlio Steamships Quarantined 
at New York. 



London, Sept. 3.— Tho one absorbing 
topic is tho cholera and the danger arising 
from foreign immigration. England and 
Scotland have, of late years, got very little 
immigration of a desirable sort. To Scandi- 
navians and Germans or even French, there 
would be little objection. The two former 
uro kindred races, and to the French Eng- 
land is indebted for the origin of profitable 
industries. But the Scandinavians and 
Germans go on to America; the French stay 
at home, und all that England gets is the 
refuse from Poland and Russia thai nobody 
wants. The people, many of them are 
filthy beyond description, in fact so 
dirty that it is often difficult 
to tell whether they are black or 
white. Utterly unaccustomed to the wants 
and unacquainted wilb the benefits of 
civilization, they come into our crowded 
cities to challenge tho intelligent native 
born Englishmen, Scotchmen or Irishmen in 
their struggle for bread. Their passage 
hero is usually puid by some charitable 
society, and as soon us they arrive they are 
thrown on their own resources. They 
gravitate to tho inoBt crowded und offen- 
sive regions of the east end with the same 
instinct an eel takes to mud, and the) at 
onco become the prey of the sweater who 
gives them work at wages that an English- 
man would starve upon. England is 
actually getting the worst of the 
Russian Jews. When these proteges of 
Baron Hirch are so filthy, so absolutely 
and irretrievably obnoxious, that their 
rejection is feared even under tho liberal 
system of admission, prevalent in tlie 
United States, they are dumped into Lou- 
don to hide their dirt and infection in this 
city of swarming millions. 

The menace of cholera has aroused the 
people of Kuglund to the danger of this re- 
pulsive immigration us they have never 
been aroused before, and there is u prospect 
that it will be an important national issue. 
The Liberals aro inclined to favor free 
trade in immigration as in everything else, 
the Tories, on the other bund, lean loward 
restriction, and may make a point in tho 
coming Parliament by demanding restrictive 
legislation. If they adopt such a course 
they will have behind them the potent 
sentiment of the working class. It is said 
hero that the reason that the steamships 
between New York and Hamburg 
huvc persisted in carrying Russian 
passengers in fucu of tlie danger 
of iiifeclion and after the cholera had spread 
not only in Russia but in Hamburg itself, 
is that the Hamburg- American Steamship 
Company has a contract or understanding 
with Baron Hirscli to carry these people 
and has hesitated to break the arrangement. 
There is no doubt whatever that the Rus- 
sian Jews brought the infection to Ham- 
burg. Tho cboleru travelled clear across 
Germany in the trains iu which the emi- 
grants were conveyed without delay to the 
frontier. This of itself shows how 
the disease can be kept within limits. 
These emigrants were not permitted to 
leave the trains, and the disease did not 
spread. The plague was in ell'eet kept in 
quarantine on the trains until ihe emi- 
grants leached their transfer depot at 
Hamburg, and were allowed to leave the 
truius, and with them tho cholera also 
stalked forth to the city. Hamburg i8 pay- 
ing the prieo for having been selected as the 
depot for Baron liirsch's colonization 
scheme. It baa been the Mecca in Europe 
of Russian-Jewish emigration lo America. 
For a while this emigration brought some 
profit anil money, and now it has brought 
tho pestilence. 

Germany has experienced a week of Biich 
excitement as she lias not felt before since 
the Franco- Prussian war. The exact num- 
ber of persons in the Kmpiro who have suc- 
cumbed to the cholera is not known and 
will not be until careful examination shall 
have revealed the facts, which the 
Hamburg authorities have been con- 
cealing. The Bcalc on which these 
gentlemen have been lying was 
shown most clearly on Thursday 
when they reported but 139 fresh eases aiul 
45 deaths, although (iSl fresh cases and 
•J71 deaths had been brought to their no- 
tice. In Altona also no correct idea of tho 
progress und fatality of the plague could 
be got from the ollieial returns, in Berlin 
the mortality from cholera in all Germany 
during the last week is estimated at about 
1,800. Two thousand five hundred, would, 
however, be much nearer tho truth. Many 
appeals are being made to the Emperor to 
countermand tho orders tor the fall man- 
oeuvres on the western frontier. Several 
medical opinions have been laid before the 
War Department already to the eli'ect that 
the manoeuvres would be attended by grave 
perils. Not only would Ihe long inarches 
and the drinking of strungu water induce 
clioieraic disease ; but tho gathering of 
thousands of men from districts where 
cholera has appeared could result only in the 
general infection of the three corps lo be 
engaged. It is thought that the Emperor 
will consent to omit the manoeuvres from 
his fall programme, although his Alsatian 
trip and review have been otic of liis pet poli- 
tical scherncs of the year. In Austro-HuDgary, 
where tlie disease has made comparatively 
little progress, the Emperor basset an ex- 
ample to his fellow sovereigns by command- 
ing that the coming manoeuvres, both in 
Austria anil Hungary, be given up. In 
Russia, where the soldiers Were led into the 
field, despite tho attendant dangers from 
the plague, fresh cases aro appearing by 
the score in garrisons, and the deat hs in tho 
army alone are reported to average 200 a 
day.. This state of affairs is carefully con- 
cealed by the surgeons, whose lips have 
been scaled by the commanding officers. 

Beemn', Sept. 3.— There were 15 deaths 
from cholera in this city on Friday. There 
were four deaths; no now cases to-day. 

BEIINB, Sept. 3.— The Federal Council 
have dispatched an official of tho Emigrant 
Bureau to Basic to advisu tho local authori- 



ties in regard to the adoption of speedy and 
effective precautions against tho cholera.

A 
singuh r fact is noted that the temperature 
of the Elbe water is two degrees higher 
than the atmosphere. 

New York, Sept. 3, — Postmaster Vun- 
colt said to-day that he had assurances 
from the Health Ollieer that all the mails 
arriving on trans-Atlantic steamships will 
bo thoroughly fumigated beforo being de- 
livered to the Postollice authorities. 

Qoakantink, N. Y. Sept. 3. — Tlie name 
of to-day's patient on the Moravia is Abra- 
ham Schneider Mann, who is related to 
some of those who died while tho vessel 
was at 6ea. Dr. Sanborn, who has been in 
charge at the lower quarantine all day, had 
the Bteerugo of both the Hugia and Nor- 
mandia thoroughly disinfected with the 
usual solution of bi chloride of mercury. 

The passengers on tho Rugia will bo 
attended to later, ua will also those on the 
Stubbenhuck, though no sickness of a uori- 
ous nature exists on tho latter.

Mr. Bergoff said, to-day, 
thit he expected to pack at least 10,000 of 
these fish within the present month. 

TheChilliwack Fruit Cannery has seiitont 
x notice that they will receive no more 
plums this season except euch as were con- 
tracted for before tho Ctop ripened. Tho 
reason given for this is that the cjuantity of 
plums already canned far exceeds the num- 
ber required fur assorted cases of canned 
goods, and there is little demand for 
"straight'' plums. 

M. liaker and W. M. Lorimer, of Vic 
toria, were in the city to-day, booming up 
tho B. C. Agricultural Association's Fall 
Fair. They are extending a hearty invita- 
tion to all, and many from this city and dis- 
trict will both attend and exhibit at tho 
capital city. 

Tho first car of machinery for the B. C. 
Milling and Feed Company's mill arrived 
from the Fast yesterday. Everything at 
the mill is ready for its reception, and the 
woik of erecting the plant will go ahead as 
fast as possible. The company will have at 
least a part of the mill going before the Ex- 
hibition, 

Deputy Sheriff Thomas J. Armstrong 
does not claim any particular knowledge ol 
the science of navigation, but to-day ho 
finds himself in sole command of the fine 
steamship Bushmills from Liverpool. A 
warrant for the arrest and detention of the 
vessel was issued yesterday out of the Vice-

PYLED PROTEST.

THE PHANTOM WIRE. 

Advantage of Edison's Phonoplex 
System Illustrated and 
Described. 

Its Current dumps From Wire to 
Wire, and "Grounds" do 
not Interfere. 



'• Dress reform " and " physic.il culture '» 
havo of late years become recognized as 
movements which have the good of the 
whole human race as their recommendation. 
A dozen years ago the phrase "dress re- 
form" made a modest woman shudder, for 
it was then held as meaning the endeavor of 
erratic and mannish females to adopt as 
much as possible the masculine form of 
dress. However, during the past few years 
the apostles of dress reform have had their 
ideas taken up and followed by many of tho 
leading ■vonien of the continent, and instead 
of it being regarded as an immodest fad, it 
is looked upon with favor as "high art in 
dress." All reforms have met with more or 
less opposition and ridicule, and dress re- 
form und physical culture lor women had 
naturally to pass through the primary stages 
before success cams. 

Among the most noted of the advocates 
of the new order of things is Mine. Mabel 
Jenness, who recently visited the i'aeific 
coast, and delivered a series of lectures aud 
opened classes for instruction in the art of 
dressing without corsets, und of exercising 
the body so as to make it us beautiful us 
uaturo intended. Among her pupils was 
Miss L. Sayyea, formerly of this city, and 
now on a visit to friends here. Miss Sayyea 
took up the two subjects a couple of years 
ago and has studied and woi Iced haul to 
make herself petfect in tho two branches. 
During Mir.c. Jenness' visit m Sun Fran- 
cisco, Miss Sayyea was her assistant in 
illustrating the lectures aud iu imparting 
instruction in tho classes, and on the 
apostle's departure,- the student-teacher was 
the only one recommended to the ladies of 
San Francisco us a teacher capable of carry- 
ing on the work begun by Mine. Jenness. 

A reporter of the Colonist tho other day 
had a chat with Miss Sayyea at the resi 
dencc of her sister, Mrs. W. H. Rune, 
Topaze avenue, and was much interested in 
an explanation of the aims of the physical 
culture school. Miss Sayyea was attired in 
a loose fitting gown of soft clinging material, 
and walked and sat wi'h a grace that any 
woman would envy. Her costume was or, 
tho new principle, and although the modern 
corset did not form a portion ot it, the dress 
fitted well and was what a woman would 
term "simply lovely," reavealing the con- 
tour of a handsome, well-rounded tigure, 

Talking on t he subject of physical culture, 
Miss Sayyea said that it was a science, not 
for the sin. pie purpose of developing the 
musclc3, but with the object of cultivating 
them so that the beauties of the form would 
ho brought out. A rounded arm or neck, a 
shapely form and graceful carriage, all were 
coveted by women, and even the homi best 
of them could become attractive by follow- 
ing tho rules governing physical culture. 
Few women, she remarked, knew how to 
walk, sit or stand properly, and it was 
really almost impossible to do so, Inced as 
they usually are. However, all could 
leorn, 

"If you ask a woman to Btund erect, bIic 
will almost invariably throw the shoulders 
back, making tho whole body below the 
waist form an awkward curve. The proper 
way is to so stand that the weight will fall 
on the balls of tiic feet, the whole foot, of 
course, resting on the lloor." 

Taking this position, Miss S. remarked 
that if a plumb line were dropped from her 
shoulder it would fall not far back from the 
toes. This was the proper and graceful 
position in which to stand, and this was 
amply demonstrated. 

Miss Sayyea then gave several imitations 
of the incorrect methods of walking, and 
explained bow these could be corrected ; and 
walked in the graceful way that she had 
acquired through physical culture. Promi- 
nent shoulder-blades were tho bane of many 
women. This could he corrected in every 
instance. Very few women could sit down 
gracefully, and the awkward ways in which 
most women invariably sit were illustrated, 
as was also tho easy aud graceful und com- 
fortable way with which a seat can betaken 
if natural rules are observed. The many 
defects in walking on the street and Killing 
in curs were described, as were others, 
which can all be remedied. 

Miss Sayyea also went through a system 
of exercises, such as bending the body for- 
ward until the hands touched the floor, 
without bending the knees, swinging first 
on one foot to ono side and then to the other, 
and giving movements calculated to round 
the arms, and permit their being carried 
with grace. There were many other points- 
talked about and illustrated by Mies Say- 
yea, all of which went to show that if wo- 
men would but dress in reason, exercise their 
bodies so as to heighten their natural beauty 
and make them strong, the present and sue 
ceeding generations would bo thereby great- 
ly benefited, aud womankind be made 
healthier, happier and moro beautiful. 

Miss Sayyea will remain in Victoria until 
the end of the present month, after which 
she will return to San Francisco and resunii 
her classes, w hich are very large. If she 
could bo induced to give a talk to Victoria 
lad ieB heforo her departure, there is little 
doubt, but that many of them would ho con- 
vinced that there is much in this movement 
which could be adopted by them to thcii 
advantage. 



By far from the least wonderful of Wizard 
Edison's inventions is the phonoplex system 
of telegraphy which bus, during tho week 
past, been introduced into tho C.l'.K. ollice 
here, und which is now working most satis- 
factorily, giving an additional wire for use 
ami providing for the maintenance of com- 
munication, oven should the dreaded "bug" 
perch on tho Morso wires, which have alone 
been responsible in the post. 

The Phonoplex und Morse systems uro 
essentially different, and yet can have u 
wire in common, the phonoplex doubling 
the capacity of the wires to which the in- 
struments are uttached. Tho advantages 
to be derived from the new system are that 
in working a phonoplex circuit tho main 
liuo is never opened. Tho operator works an 
absolutely independent local circuit and cun- 
uot through neg igi nceorotherwise interrupt 
Service on the main liue ; conditions of 
weather have no effect on the efficiency of 
the phonopli x, the service being uniformly 
good, regardless of atmospheric changes or 
conditions of insulation ; a connection which 
will cause a dead ground on a Morse circuit 
has not tho sligiitcst effect on the phono- 
plex, which will work right along, even 
.should the wire rest on the ground, and — 
the phonoplex woiks across " breaks.' 

So long as a main wire remains intact, the 
phonoplex system cannot bo interrupted. 
If the wire to which tho phonoplex is 
attached runs on poles with one or more 
companions, and a break occurs in the 
former thus :

The phone circuit will suffer no inter- 
ruption for the reason that the iuduoted 
currents which operate it will jump from 
the phone wire to the companion wins, and 
back again to the phone wire, thus bridg- 
ing the break.

" SMALLPOX AT THE JUBILEE. 

To THE EDITOR:— Oue of the luxuries of 
I his life is to have had tho smallpox. Still, 
I would not advise any one to go out ol 
their way to yet it, for although it is very- 
nice to have, had, it is somewhat disagree- 
able lo have. A few of our friends in Vic- 
toria have, during the past seven weeks, 
been finding nut the truth of the above fact 
at the Jubilee Hospital, and during that 
lime they have managed to while away the 
idle bonis reading what was published 
about them in the different newspaper 
which was generally written by some pe 
son who knew nolhiUg about his subject, 
not even having tuken the trouble to come 
out and look at us from over the fence. 

As 1 have said before, I should nor hunt 
the disease, but if I ever should have the 
misfortune lo hove it catch me, I hope I 
should be in Victoria at that lime 
lor having seen, personally, the admirable 
manner in which tho unlortunate v.en 
treated at tho Jubilee, during their sick 
neEss, I think I would prefer this city to 
any ot her as a place to get smallpox. 

I arrived at tho hospital on the first 
morning it was opened, and there 
came my first disappointment, but it was a 
very agreeable one. While coming out in 
the wagon, wi'h tho yellow lhg (lapping 
gloomily at the back, I dismally pictured to 
myself a few tents, with- perhaps u board 
Hour, and, if good luck prevailed, a nurse or 
two to attend our wants. Instead, 1 found 
a good one story building, in four depart 
incuts, one for the male and ono for the 
female ward, and two kitchens, one in 
which to cook for the patients, and one for 
those who had not tho disease. The wdiole 
was in charge of two young ludy nurses, 
who were here, there and everywhere, do- 
ing all in their power to make each patient 
com fortablc. 

Patients kept arriving us fast as the 
wagons could bring them until serious fears 
began to be entertained that we should not 
have room for them all, but those young 
ladies seemed to have the ingenuity of an 
omnibus driver, und ulwuys havo room for 
one more. 

The second day more patients were being 
brought in, but new nurses, both male anil 
female, were also arriving, and, with the 
erection of tents for the well ones, they 
managed to find room for all the sick 
Nine cottages were put up for such as de 
-.irid to rent them, two largo wards wen 
built for the convalescents, and the rush 
was over ; but what u rush it was while it 
lasted ! 

Of all tho ills which llesh is heir to, 1 
think smallpox is tho filthiest, and if th 
readers of this paper could only have looked 
in on us, during iho first week, they would 
no able to appreciate tho difficulties, and 
more than disagreeable duties through 
-vhich thu unices and attendants had to 
pons. , 

Fresh air and plenty of it was the 
first order und had to bo observed. Every 
window was kept open night und day, no 
matter how cold. The doors were open all 
lay. The ward lloors were kept constantly 
jp i ink led with disinfectants, and no pains 
wsro spared to keep ovcrthing clean. 



Nur.-os flitted about in the wards all day 
and night, giving this ono a cooling drink, 
another a lotion for tho eyes, another a 
soothing ointment for the skin, and making 
all as cheerful and comfortable as possible 

Outside, all was different. Hero would 
be fuunel congregated tho mild cases, and 
there were numbers of them, together with 
the convalescents, engaged in all sorts ol 
games. Baseball was indulged in almost 
jvery afternoon, and in the evening cricket 
mil rounders would be found in full swing 
fhe doctor and nurses who were not on 
:lufy would join with the patients in mak- 
ing things us pleasant as possible, and at 
times one would almost forget that bogie ol 
all bogies, a peat house. 

Some of the occupants of thu cottage*, de- 
siring to show their wit, had placed sigues 
over their dooors, and one could take his 
choieo of "Pimple Cottage," "Spotted 
dge," " Vesuvius Villa," etc., while over 
the dining room could be seen the eupbonius 
title "Greedy Retreat."

Wo had fruit in abund- 
e and our every want was anticipated. 
Of course there were some mistakes, but we 
uld hardly expect perfection in every- 
thing, especially as this was the first trial. 

i'tie several deaths which occured were 
more than deplored by all, but they were 
unavoidable, and I do not hesitate to aay 
that had each and every patient been 
treated at bis or her own home more deaths 
would havo occurred than did ut the hos- 
pital.

seven weeks, then this dread disease would 
lose half its terrors.

MAGNIFICENT COAL FIELDS. 

The Discoveries on Grahame Island 
are Said 10 he the Richest 
on the Coast. 



Return of tlio Survey Party, After 
Long- Mouths of Hard, Con- 
tinuous Work. 



Mr. H. K. Parrish, the Pennsylvania coal 
expert, who, with Mr. W. A. Robertson 
and a party of 17 men, has spent the past 
five mouths prospecting Grahame Island in 
the interest of a Victoria syndicate, re- 
turned homo by tho Princess Louise yester- 
day, lie has hail no reason to change his 
mind in regard to the extent and richness 
of the deposits, which, as reported in tho 
Colonist some weeks ago, ho considers 
superior to any others in America. 

Since leaving Victoria the party has 
prospected between 30,01)0 and 10,000 acres 
of rich coal land, and Mr. Parrish asserts 
that in both quality und quantity, the 
(irahamo Island deposits surpass thoso of 
Vancouver Island. In one place four dis- 
tinct seams of bituminous coal were defined, 
tho lowest strata being 10.10 feet thick, tho 
next 9 (i, tho third lib and tho surface 
layer - (i. The coal lowest down was the 
best cooking, but each seam is very vain- 
able, and the samples brought down by the 
prospectors aro greatly admired. This find 
was at camp Robertson, and at Camp Wil- 
son, two miles awuy was found another 
se»m 10 8 feet thick— the finest free-burning 
coal the expert had over seen. Two genuine 
anthracite seams, of 10 and 1-1 feet respec- 
tively were discovered, the quality being 
decidedly high grade. 

At the dilleient openings the prospectors 
left .'!()() or 100 tons on the dump, all hi«h 
grade, and during their explorations they 
burned nothing but coal at the csmplire. 

During their st >y on the island the pros- 
pectors cut a trail from Camp Robertson, 
on the east const, to Reynolds Sound, on the 
west side, live or six miles, us tho crow 
Hies, but one or two more actually, as it 
was necessary to skirt a little lake. This 
trail outlines the path to be taken by a nar- 
row-gauge railway when it becomes necessary 
to bung the coal cargoes 'o haiber for slnp- 
ment. The harbor, which docs not run us 
either maps or charts havo it, has been 
spoken highly of by Admiralty surveyors, 
and is well sheltered from all directions, 
while the route suggested for a railway by 
Mr. J. A. Mahooil, the surveyor, is very 
feasible, having no heavy grades or abrupt 
curves. 

The syndicate will receive a comprehen- 
sive report from the party in n few days, 
and in the meantime it will not bo known 
what lurther steps will be taken toward the 
developement which must take place, now 
that Victoria enterprise has shown tho rich- 
no'S and extent of the fields. 

Mr. Robertson, speaking of his trip, yes- 
terday said to a Colonist reporter: 

"Yes, we are very mnoh pleased indeed 
with the result of our work and have lo- 
cated what I consider to be the finest coal 
fields on the Pacific Coaht. There are large 
seams of bituminous coal, easy to get at, 
and tho location such that shipment can 
readily bu made, the island having a first- 
class harbor that will accommodate any 
number of ships and of any draught. 

"There is both anthracite und bituminous 
coal in sight. Tho former is of excellent 
quality, whilo the latter is of sovoral kinds. 
;ome of it is first class steam coal, somo is 
gas coal and some has been found by tests 
to be splendid for coking. Tho prospects 
are lirst class, and I havo yet to learn of a 
singlo drawback. Wo brought down a 
lurgo number of samples and specimens, 
which will show how valuable the find is."

Millions <>r Dollars Lost Each Year 
Through tho Depredations of insect 
I'eats— Sources or Destruc- 
tive Discuses. 

A recent discovery to the effect that 
the trichinrc of pork, which caused the 
American hog to be shut out of Europe 
so long lire from ruts, has given new 
impetus to the pursuit of n line of in- 
vestigation which has been claiming 
the attention of the United Sttitcs gov- 
ernment, says a Washington correspon- 
dent, of the Now York Sun. Dr. Leuek- 
bart, the great Leipsic professor who 
made tho discovery, ascertained by the 
dissection "f rats that forty per cent, of 
them were infected by trichinm. Rats 
ure cunnilmls. They out their own nil' - 
spring and each other, and spread the 
infection. Whether they ever dio of 
trichinosis is not known, although it 
makes them lame sometimes, i'igs de- 
vour them and contract the complaint. 
Human beings in their turn eat the 
pigs, and the trichina) develop, witli 
fatal results frequently. The disease is 
reckoned the most deadly known, inas- 
much as it kills in sixty per cent . of all 
eases. Among the animals attacked by 
it are eats, dogs, horses, bears and rab- 
bits, although bow they get the para- 
sites is uncertain, 

The department of agriculture is at 
present giving earnest attention to the 
study of animal parasites, with a view 
of finding out methods for fighting 
ugiiinst some of them which cause a 
loss of loony millions of dollars yearly 
to farmers. It has made a big discovery 
recently in relation to the fatal disease 
o* cattle called Texas fever, which 
is i aimed hy a minute animal 
called a protozoon, thai feeds on 
the rod corpuscles in the blood 
and destroys them. Ileccnt develop- 
ments of knowledge reveal I he protozoa 
as producers of morbid complaints. It 
lias been ascertained that the cause of 
malaria is a protozoon which feeds on 
the blood corpuscles, and another mi- 
cro snpic foe of like description is respon- 
sible for certain forms of dysentery. 
I'niloubletlly a. any disorders nol now 
under: to. d v> ',11 eventually 1..- referred 
to a '.hnil-ir origin. 

The department is trying to discover 
tnettns for combating a not her parasite, 
which causes a 1 iss of nearly three mil- 
lion, live hundred thousand dollars a 
year in cattle slan-ht ercd i:i t hicago. 
It is the drcside.l heel (ly, which lays its 
e/ ' . oa Die backs of the animals, the 
worms hatched from them boring 
throu T, the • kin and rt maining buried 
for several months in the flesh. On 
emerging they fall to the ground ami 
form the chrysalis condition, come out 
as perfect flies, ready to lay their eggs 
on the back ■ of other cattle, thai being 
their only method of reproduction. If 
a hide at the market ha . more than five 
holes mado by the worms it is rated as 
of second quality, and the meats sell for 
one cent less a pound in gross.

BRITAIN'S FOOD SUPPLY, 

Tho fact that Great Britain produces only 
half the food that its inhabitants consume 
haa a wonderful influence on tho commerce 
of the whole world. Tho British people 
got their food from nearly every country 
under the sun. In tho Brighton Stores it 
was found that there waa in stock some- 
thing like S00 ecparato objects of food 
■ilono of strictly foreign origin. No other 
country is so greatly dependent on foreign- 
ers for its supply of food as (ircat Britain. 
In tho famous grocery establishment of 
Felix l'atin iu Paris, there could he found 
only 130 articles of food which wero not tho 
produce of France. Other European coun- 
tries are still more independent of tho 
foreigner for their food stuffs, 

Great Britain draws from abroad three- 
lifths of her bread-stuffs and more than a 
third of her meat. Tho value of her food 
importations for ono year — not counting 
wine and spirits — is t\ 85,000,000 sterling 
or about nine hundred millions of dollars. 
This immense Bum of money, as we have 
said, is scattered all over the world. 
Hardly a sixth of it goes to the colonies. 
The other five-sixths is spent among 
foreigners. Great Brituin spends very 
much more for food in the United States 
than Bhe does in all her colonies. | Some 
forty-seven millions of British money go to 
support the food producers and middlemen 
of tho United States. Yet we sea what re- 
tarn the Americans make for this immense 
contribution to their national wealth. 
They treat her as scurvily as they 
possibly can. They are jealous of the 
wealth which enables Great Britain to buy 
so much from them, and they strain their 
ingenuity to find ways and means of lessen- 
ing their imports from her and to injure her 
commerce in other ways. It is therefore no 
wonder that thinking Englishmen are aak- 
tring if it is wise to bo ao greatly dependent 
for the necessaries of life on so unfriendly 
and so exacting a neighbor. 

It is slid that England 1ns never more 
than a month's supply of food on hand at 
any one time. It ia mt easy to imagine 
what would happen if by any disaster or 
aeries of disasters tho foreign supply of food, 
to say nothing of raw materials of manufac- 
ture, shouhl be stopped. Tho pros- 
pect ia not pleasant, arid Great 
Britain should tako measures™, to make 
such a state of things as nearly 
impossiblo as it can be made by human pru- 
dence and foresight. A writer in Black- 
wood, contemplating the immense risk that 
Great Britain is running and must run, 
a ays: 

"The danger of to-morrow cannot be 
suppressed. It bangs over us, and there it 
will continue to hang— an eternally sus- 
pended sword of Damocles. But, although 
we cannot unhook it, we can prepare for its 
fall, so as to be less hurt by it if it does 
come down. Two measures of prevention 
oan bo applied by us. Wo can increase our 
(leet and wo can distribute our purchases 
more evenly and moro prudently. We aro 
doing the former; wo are not doing the 
latter. Our position as tributary to the 
United States involves a riak that wo have 
neither any right to run nor any object (bo- 
yond momentary cheapness) in running. 
We can avoid it by stimulating the food 
growtha of our colonies, especially in 
cereals, oven if they should bo somo- 
what dearer than tho products 
of A nerica." And, as that solution will need 
time for its elaboration, that is another 
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reason for working at it without delay. If 
we could onco foel ussured that wa have 
ships enough (with men enough to work 
them) to command tho boub, and that our 
colonics can supply us with necessaries, we 
could then allow ourselves to feel no fear 
about tho future, and to rejoice with un- 
alloyed satisfaction in tho cheap abundance, 
which is tho exclusive privilege of the Eng- 
lish of to-day." 

The last sentences of this extract aro very 
significant, and cleurly point to some ar- 
rangement of Imperial trade. Great Bri- 
tain could easily, without any loss to 
herself, stimulate tho production of 
food in Canada and the other 
colonies. A very slight discrimina- 
tion in their favor would e;ivo such an im- 
petus to the development of their resources, 
that tho effects of it would Burpriso 
both the inhabitants of Great Britain and 
tho Colonies. A great deal is said about 
tho force of necessity and tho invigorating 
influence of poverty, but a people who get a 
Uato of prosperity will do moro and go 
further ahead in livo years than ono which 
it goaded by necessity and benumbed and 
shackled by poverty will in half a century. 
Canadians should work hard to get a big 
share of tho nine hundred millions which 
Great Britain spends every year for food, 
and if her Government is wise and wants 
to be independent of tho foreigner it will 
givo them tho cncoui axemen t they re- 
quire. 



CLEAN UP 



When the people of every city and town 
on the Continent, in view of' the rapid ad- 
vance of tho cholera, aro taking measures 
to cleanse their premises, the citizens of 
Victoria arc told by the scavengers that 
they have struck work. They aro unable 
to remove the filth of the city, because the 
Corporation has provided no means of dis- 
posing of it. This will never do. This 
city, instead of being less clean, must be 
made more clean thou ever it was before. 
All sores of decomposing and decomposable 
matter must be removed from the vicinity 
of tho dwellings of the citizens. It is the 
duty of the corporation to do all in 
its power to preserve tho public 
health, and if it sits with 
folded hands, doing nothing, while foulness 
of every description is. accumulating in all 
parts of tho city, it will deserve the 
severest condemnation that can be pro- 
nounced against it. 

It is said that the crematory in Van- 
couver is an utter failure. If ibis iB the 
v caso it would be folly to erect a similar 01 o 
here. Wo trust that the civic authorities 
will take measures to find out whether or 
not tho Vancouver crematory has failed, 
and, if so, what has been the cause of the 
failure. When the City Council aro con- 
vinced that it would be unwise to erect a 
crematory they should bestir themselves to 
find some other means of disposing of the 
city's garbage. The task may be difficult, 
but that makes it all tho more necessary 
that it should be done, and that too without 
loss of time. 



A HORRIBLE MURDER. 

A dreadful murder that was committed 
at Fall River, in the State of Massachusetts, 
bids fair to give rise to one of the most in- 
teresting cames eeUhres of the century. A 
retired banker, named Borden, and his wife 
were murdered one morning, somewhere be- 
tween ten and eleven o'clock. There was 
no one in the house, as far as ia knowu, ex- 
cept Lizzie Borden, the eldest, daughter of 
the murdered couple, and Bridget Sullivan, 
tho servant girl. The girl was washing win- 
dows at the timo that ono of tho murders 
was committed, that of Mr. Borden. It is 
not known what Lizzie Borden was doing at 
the time. Sho says that she was for 20 or 
,'i0 minutes in the barn near the houso. 
The alarm was given by Lizzie, who, when 
sho came in, saw her father lying on the 
aofa dead. Ho had been struck with some 
heavy, sharp instrument several times. Tho 
person who went to break the dreadful news 
to Mrs. Borden found heron the floor in an 
upper room quite dead. Sho too had dread- 
ful wounds in the head, evidently inflicted 
by the same instrument as that with which 
Mr. Borden had been killed. 

The (laughter, Lizzie, was remarkably 
calm, considering the circumstances. She 
sent the girl to alarm tho neighbors and 
answered the questions of the excited people 
ijuitc collectedly. When a search was made 
the only weapons found wero two axes and 
a hatchet in a box in the cellar. It is said 
that thero was blood on one of them. 
There waa no blood except one spot on 
Miss Borden's clothes, anil the blood had 
spurted from the murdered man's wounds 
to the door and wall opposite the lounge on 
which he lay. 

Miss Borden has been arrested for the 
murder of her father and mother. The 
evidence against her ao far ia purely cir- 
cumstantial. It has been said, but not 
proved, that there was a suspicious char- 
actor lurking about tho Borden residence on 
the morning of tho murder. But no one 
knows who he waa, or, indeed, what ho 
was like. 

The young woman is wonderfully com- 
posed and self-possessed. It ia fortunate — 
if she is innocent — that sho is not a nervous, 
sensitive woman, for if she was as imprcs-

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siouablo and as excitable as many women, 
alio would bo overwhelmed at being accused 
of so horrible a crime. It Joes Beern now 
is if it wore impossible to obtain legal 
proof as to who murdered Mr. and Mrs. 
Borden, a crime committed iu broad day- 
light, in an inhabited house, and at a time 
of day when people aro moving about. 



THE TROLLEY. 

We are quite at a loss to understand why 
there is so much opposition to tho trolley in 
Eastern towns and cities. The almost uni- 
versal conviction thero is that it is dangerous 
and that wero it used accidents are certain 
to bo frequent. Tho trolley waa in use in 
this town for many months and yet we 
never heard of it being the cause of u ainglo 
accident. Thero were accidents, certainly, 
but, ao far as wo know, not ono of 
theut waa oven indirectly attributed to tho 
trolley. Where the trolley U used posts 
are necessary and posts are objectionable, so 
also are overhead wires, but rather than do 
without the electric cars, wo are very Bure 
the citizens of Victoria would tolerate tho 
ugly posts and tho naked wire overhead for 
an indefinite timo longer. Judging from thia 
city's experience, we are tempted to con- 
clude that thero are no solid grounds for 
the outcry against tho trolley and that tho 
fears of its opponents are chiefly imaginary.

'^fy^Wss* thons aro not 88 " mny 
Q&£~,'i~^^Z7^f, big works in tho 
hands of tho archi- 
tects, a large number of leas pretentious 
structures are now under way, all tending 
to prove the rapid growth of tho city. 
I t needs not a reference to tho census 
returns to demonstrate that Victoria is 
steadily and surely on the onward march. 
A walk through tho business thorough- 
fares or residential quarters will establish 
tho fact, for everywhere old buildings 
arc being torn down and new and sub- 
stantial ones run up in their stead. The 
general *beauty of architecture and, 
withal, that pleasing evidonco of solidity, 
which are characteristic of the new busi- 
ness blocks and private dwellings are an 
assurance of the confidence which the peo- 
ple placu in the future of their fair city. 
A great deal has been accomplished, but 
there still remains much to be done. 

Many of the big things undertaken 
last year are now fast nearing completion. 
The It. C. Cathedral, so far as tho archi- 
tect's work is concerned, is practically 
finished, and is now in the hands of tho 
decorator. Within a very short timo it 
will be given over by him, when Victoria 
can boast of a cathedral which for beauty 
and design is second to nono on the 
Coast. Tho Pandora Methodist church 
is another model of a sacred edifice 
which any community might well bo 
proud of. It received its finishing 
touches early this year, as did also tho 
Centennial Methodist church, on Gorge 
road. Tho former is a massive stono 
building and tho latter is of brick with 
stono foundation and base. Those were 
the throo buildings which hnve been 
added during tho year to Victoria's list 
of churches. Tho new Driard Hotel is 
another structure which would bo an 
ornament to any city, and it is fast Hear- 
ing completion. Tho Helmcken Block, 
the Humphrey Block, tho Wilson Block 
and several other imposing and com- 
modious business structures, have all 
been completed during tho season, and 
stand profitable monuments to tho fore- 
sight and enterprise of tho gentlemen 
who sank their capital in them. They 
are all fully occupied— in fact most of 
them had been rented boforo the plans 
had been long in the architect's ollico. 
Scores of minor business cuncorna have 
also been reared, which completely 
metamorphose tho sections of the city 
which they adorn. Take Johnson Btreet, 
for instance. A year ago a series of 
. tumble-down old shacks rendered that 



thoroughfare tho most antiquated and 
un»ightly. To-day it numbers among its 
business houses some beautiful brick 
buildings, which would he an acquisition 
to any thoroughfare.' Tho same remarks 
apply to Store street, at the corner of 
which — once occupied by a few old cloth- 
ing and general stores, catering to the 
Indian trade— Mr. Leiser has erected a 
very fine brick block. Further up tho 
J anion hotel rears itself high above its 
surroundings, silently and eloquently ap- 
pealing on behalf of tho general tendency 
to improve. Along the whole route tho 
builder is having a busy timo to tho 
advantage of the entire district. On 
Yates street similar enterprise is ob- 
servable, and not-nt-all-to-be-dispised 
concerns hare been razed so that build- 
ings more in keeping with the times and 
batter adapted for increasing and improv- 
ing trade might tako their place. On 
Broad street quite a change has taken 
place. Tho old shacks which so long 
liarborod men and women of tho must 
depraved character, have been swept 
away, and on their foundations are being 
raised a class of building which cannot 
fail to make this busy mercantile quarter 
a credit instead as of yore, a disgrace to 
the community, Douglas street, which 
a few years ago was little less than an 
ordinary highway, is now in part the 
best built streot in the city, and is a 
competitor for trade, not to bo despised 
by tho merchants of Government street 
itself. 

In tho suburbs of tho city — if indeed 
suburbs they can be called now — equal 
activity is observable in the building 
trade. Victoria West is now almost a 
town in itself, while that district, known 
geographically as Spring Ridge, lui3 of 
late sprung into a rery important exist- 
once. It is well built up, and every 
week, almost, adds another dwelling and 
brings another family to swell its popu- 
lation. On tho Work estate quite a little 
town is being formed, tho buildings be- 
ing, as a rule, small, but nevertheless 
well constructed, with all modern im- 
provements. Over the Bay several now 
streets have been added to tho map of 
tho city of late, and as this is an essen- 
tially residential quarter, it is pleasing to 
find that all the now dwellings at least 
aro well gotten up. 

The more important works now in 
band aro the Board of Trade building on 
Bastion street, worth about 8^7,000; the 
Drill-shed, on Mcn/.ies street, about tho 
same figure; and Hon. Theo. Davie's 
block, corner of Governmont and Yates, 
about §28,000, and several other very 
important works are contemplated, nota- 
bly tho new Episcopalian Cathedral, the 
plans for which are now being considered 
by a committee.

On the whole the citizens of Victoria 
may well feel proud of the record, and 
from those competent to speak, it may 
be taken for granted that this season's 
operations are but an index of what will 
ba accomplished next year. 



NATURE'S MUSEUM, 



Bkoletona of StraDgo Creatures 
Found In tho Earth., 



A riaco hi Oregon Which Is n Verltalilo 
Ilurylng Ground or Birds ami Anlmtilj 
How Extinct— A Valuable 
Dldcovery. 

A party of explorers who have lioon 
spending the entire year in the Blue 
mountains south of hero, says a llepner 
(Ore.) correspondent of tho San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle, havo just come in to 
remain until tho snow goes oil next 
spring. These (rentlernen have been 
sent out by a museum in tin; oast to 
search for fossils, anil from tho speci- 
mens they exhibit and the story they 
tell they have found a veritable biuying 
ground of animals anil birds which are 
nowextlnct. The gentlemen have se- 
cured over ore thousand specimens of 
cretaceous fossils, and will spend the 
winter in classifying and packing the in 
for .shipment. 

It is claimed by paleontologists that 
fossil bones of birds are very rare, and 
in no instance previously has there been 
a perfect specimen obtained. South of 
the Blue mountains is what is known 
as tlie Sagebrush desert, and in this 
desert is a small lake called Fossil laic e. 
This lake is in the midst of a scene 
which for wilil desolation and weird 
picture sqnoness has not its equal prob- 
ably in the world To the south and 
east stretch tho barren, waterless 
wastes of the desert, while to the 
northeast rise the desolate heights of 
the Wagon Tire mountains. These 
mountains receive their name from the 
finding of the tires of the wagons of 
tlie lost emigrants, whose bones 
whitened on the sands of the plain. 
Few hunters dare to cross this dreary 
waste of one hundred and fifty miles 
diameter, for the springs are few and 
hard to find. 

It was in this desert thai the party 
made their headquarters during the last 
year, and it was I here tha» I 'toy brought 
to light t he strangest lot of fossils the 
world has ever seon. Such is the con- 
dition of the earth, air and water that 
the bones of the extinct animals and 
birds have bee u kept intact for centu- 
ries, and nowcorae forward to confound 
the theories of savants, who have ex- 
pounded learnedlyon fossil remains and 
from one bone constructed whole ani- 
mals. In the shifting sands about the 
stones of the desert lake are found the 
bom s. It must have been the strangest 
collection of wild beasts and birds that 
ever walked the earth which gathered 
about the shores of this lake. There 
arc bones of fowls of a character that 
makes it evident that the region was 
once tropical, although it is now cold 
and barren. Horses of a rare shape 
were there, and three distinct species 
of camel, the smallest no larger than a 
di'er, I lamas, mammoths, giant sloths 
as big as oxen, with many extinct 
species of wolf and dog. In all. iifty- 
scven specimens of birds and sixty-two 
of animals were found, and mingled 
with the bones were spear and arrow 
heads which had been chipped out of 
volcanic glass by human beings. #>•-. 

It is an evident fact that the savage 
was here when some of these strange 
animals lived, for there was found im- 
bedded in the thigh-bone of a mammoth 
an arrowhead made out of this volcanic 
glass. The place where these bones 
are found is known among the cattle- 
men of the country as "the boneyard," 
but until research was made it was sup- 
posed that the remains were those of 
recent animals. 



ARTIFICIAL PARASITISM. 

Cranks' People Who Are Devoured hy 
Imaginary Creatures, 
"(''ranks bother us occasionally." said 
Entomologist Howard, of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, to a Washington 
Star writer, "A man down in Florida 
recently sent us word that he was in 
great distress of mind. While he was 
bathing in the ocean a horrihle 'sea 
centipede' had got into bis ear. Not- 
withstanding the utmost efforts made 
by physicians whom he had called In, 
the creature still remained there and 
occasioned him the most dreadful 
agony, clawing at the drum of the ear 
and the delieate membranes within the 
passages. 

"This was very unpleasant, of course, 
and it had finally occurred to him that 
the bureau of entomology of Washing- 
ton might suggest a remedy. Recently, 
he said, the centipede had begun to 
shed legs. !i number of which he had 
preserved. L'nless he obtained relief 
he said he was convinced that be would 
soon go crazy. 

"We wrote to him, saying that we 
would be glad if he would send us some 
of the legs which the centipede was al- 
leged to have shed. lie responded by 
sending as a Few particles of skin and u 
dozen or so of such small hairs as grow 
within the external opening of the ear. 
Among these specimens there was not 
to he found any sign of legs of any in- 
sect or other creature. It. was as we 
had supposed, the man's complaint was 
simply imaginary. 

"A similar ease occurred not long ago 
in which the sufferer was an elderly 
gentleman living abroad, whose son 
sent to him from this country copies of 
certain American newspapers. lie 
wrote that these publications bud evi- 
dently carried with them through 
the mails some dreadful parasites, 
which had attacked him and were caus- 
ing him the at most misery. Physicians 
who bad been called in had declared 
thai there was nothing the matter, be- 
ing' evidently ignorant of this particular 
kind of imported parasites. At our re- 
quesl he sent tons an exhibit, which 
proved to be only a little scurf, such as 
might be scratched from the body of a 
healthy person. Of course it was mere- 
ly a delusion. 

"This is a very peculiar form oT de- 
lusion, and it is not altogether uncom- 
mon. It has been called by the cele- 
brated Dr. Blanchnrd, of Paris, 'false 
par a* it ism. ' Victims of it. imagine I hat 
they are attacked by parasites of vari- 
ous hinds and suffer all the horrors 
which imagination equally with actual 
physical torture can inllict."

— An eastern subscriber 
to The Kicker writes us to inquire if this 
town has mineral Bprings and is a health 
resort. It has no springs as far as we 
know of, and isn't exactly a hoalth resort.

TWO BATTALIONS WANTED. 



Tho Minister of Militia Will lie Asked 
to Permit 'I heir Estab- 
lishment. 



Infantry ami Highlander Corps— Little 
Expense to be Incurred by 
the Department. 



The military spirit seems to have thor- 
oughly permeate:l the young men of the 
city. They are tired with zeal to belong to 
Her Majesty's volunteer forces, and hope 
they will be able to have their desires 
gratilied by the Minister of Militia, Hon. 
Mackenzie Bowell, giving the necessary 
permission for the establishment of addi- 
tional corps here. 

Tho first proposition or. f-. >t was lo have 
a straight infantry corps, which would not 
be in opposition to the present local bat- 
teries of artillery, but would servo, per- 
haps, to creato a friendly rivalry. Since 
this project was put on foot, howevot, eomo 
of the Scotsmen of the city started tho 
ball rolling for the establishment of a 
Highland regiment, and so far have met 
with very fair success. They propose to 
stand the expense of their own accoutre- 
ments, with the exception of the rilles and 
side-arms, which they will nsk the depart- 
ment to furnish. 

Those who have the infantry corps pro- 
ject in hand are also zealously ut work, and 
, too, meeting with cheering succobs. A 
large number of names have been secured, 
and a considerable sum of money is already 
subscribed for the purchase of uniform, etc , 
and tho only expense the Department will 
be put to, should they givo their con- 
sent to the proposal, will be the cost 
of furnishing arms. They have plenty of 
these on hand and there will be littlo ex- 
pense in furnishing them. 

The minister of militia and Major-Oeneral 
Herbert will probably be interviewed co- 
morrow on the subject, and their reply is 
awaited with keen interest. The promoters 
are pointing to the fact that i\ number of 
battalions in the eastern provinces aro being 
disbanded on the ground of inutility, and 
they expect this fact will probably bo some- 
what in their favor.

Capt. Lorentzen of the Bark Majestic 
Explains— The .loan Again 
in Port. 



On Tuesday, September li, tho new 
steamer Island Belle will bo placed on ser- 
vice between Victoria, Bellingham Bay and 
San Juan Island, for the carrying of freight 
and passengers. The time table is so ar- 
ranged that the trips both from and to Vic- 
toria will bo made in the day time. The 
Island Belle was built specially for this ser- 
vice in Scattlo. She is 110 feet long, and 7 
feet clear hold. This new routo will enable 
tho farmers of the San Juan Islands to find 
ready market for their produco which will 
in futuro bo brought to Victoria direct. 
The difficulty of having to go out of tho way 
to touch at Port Townseud as the first port 
of entry will probably be overcomo in tho 
near future. Closo connections will bo 
made at Whatcom with tho B. B. and 13.

She is a 
13-ton cratt, and when she left the ways 
was fully furnished, even to the miniature 
Union Jack floating from her mast. She ia 
a beauty in model. 

Capt. Lorentzen, of tho Majestic, finds it 
necessary to make some inoro explanations 
regarding his treatment of the crews of tho 
captured schooners. It will bo noticed, 
however, that ho has not denied tho 
statement that tho whole affair was to him 
simply "business" and not sentiment. Tho 
following is from tho Post-Intelligencer : 

Capt. N" C. Lorentzen, of tho bark Majestic, 
sont tho following letter to I ho l'osc Intolli. 
genccr, contradicting some of tho sensational 
statements in I ho despatch from Por' Town- 
send, published ia yesterday's igjue, relative lo 
th o orews of tho soallng vessels seized by tho 
Russians : 

To TlIK WntToic— An article appears in this 
morning's Post- Intelligencer. Hent from I'ort 
Townseud. which, among a number of oilier 
mis-statements, concerns some concerning tho 
bark .Majestic, wlilchl I would like to have cor- 
rected. Provisions were not scarce, neither at 
Petropaulovsky nor on tho bulk Mcjcstio. Tho 
captured crews had plenty of plain food and 
seven and ono had' barrels of bo f and Hay-four 
sacks of Hour were part of I lie provisions loft 
out of what, was provided for them on the trip. 
The capt i ins were t ot sent begging, 'two of 
I hom wer J provided with berths on the Ma- 
jestic, and beard at tho cabin table until such 
lime as 1 heir own cooking accommodations 
and rat ions could bo arranged— ono in the house 
of Mr. Liirtlqulat, and oueun board thostoamor 
ICotik. 

I he money they wore enabled to earn by 
handling my cargo and ballast was not only 
"nearly sufiicient to buy food with," hut the 
captured crews carried quite a pon Ion oil' with 
them to sea in cash. 'I hey tu bscquontly came 
lo mo to get it changed into American money, 
and I have the Russian money still on hand. 

It is net true ihut any of tho crews were im- 
prisoned. All were lold I hat 1 hey Wi re per- 
fectly at liberty to go wherever they chose, and 
while there I saw no restraint put upon any of 
them. As for coming on tho bark, 1 spoke to 
tho men all in a body al the store, nnd laid tho 
matter before them. I pointed out to them 
that, so fur as I was concerned, they might 
come or stay as t hey chos \ and furl her, that if 
they chose to stay. 1 would refmo to accept 
provisions for them from ilio cruiser Kabiaka 
or buy boats for their use. All were anxious 
to go homo, and, as has heen already shown, 
sufiicient provisions wore put on board, so that 
no short rations were i sned on tho passage 
Neither had anybody to "swim aboard." I 
placed four boats at their service to come on 
board with, and they had from 3 p.m. until 8 
p.m. lo do so. Tho ship was Iosh than one- 
eight h of a mile from shore. In the smoothest of 
water.

A Young; Victorian Loses His Life 
While out Shooting 1 at Slmwni- 
gun Lake. 

A Dor the Cause of the Fatality— 
'I'lio Account Given by Mr. 
Martingale.

Mr. Martingale, of No. -19 Third streot, 
last night reported to the poiico the par- 
ticulars of an accidental death out at 
Shawnigan Lake, yesterday. Mr Martin- 
gale's Btory is to the effect that ho was 
passing along the road near a cottage, 
about one and a half miles back of tho lake, 
when be came upon a man bending over tho 
body of another man. On approaching he 
saw that the prostrate man was dead, and 
that the blood wan Bowing copiously from u 
rugged wound under the jaw and at the top 
of tho head. 

On questioning the other party, who gave 
his name as Simpson, Mr. Martingale was 
told the following story of tho accident : 

"Ho and I," said Simpson, "were out 
hunting together, accompanied by u dog. 
After we hud tramped along for some time 
wu became tired and concluded to reBt for 
a while, und we s&t down on this log and 
Hunter (or Turner, Mr. Martingale is not 
sure which name was used by Simpson) 
rested his gun between his legs and he held 
his chin on tho muzzle. The gun was at 
full cock, it seems, and tho (log playing 
about, frisked up to Hunter and in leaping 
up on his knee in sumo way touched the 
trigger and tho gun was discharged, the 
load going through the under part of the 
jaw und, as you seo, coming out at the top 
of the head. " 

Thia is tho story Simpson told tho horri- 
fied listener. 

Mr. Martingale examined tho man, and 
found that life was extinct. Ho advised 
Simpson to at once infc; ni scrr.o ollicial of 
tho accident and so clear himself of any 
blame in tho matter. This Simpson prom- 
ised to do, but Mr. Martingale does not 
know what steps were taken m the mutter, 
as he was in a hurry to catch the down 
train, and so left before any one Use arrived 
on tho scene. 

Another party who came in during the 
evening said that a report had been re- 
ceived that "Young Turner" had been 
shot, but were unable to give any particu- 
lars in regard to how tho ufLur happened. 

It bus not yet .been learned definitely 
whether tho deud man's name is Tinner or 
Hunter. Ho is described by Mr. Martin- 
gale as being of medium height and rather 
dark -Skinned, though not dark-haired. 
Martingale was not acquainted with either 
of the men, never having seen t hem before. 
He himself wus in the neighborhood look- 
ing after .some business in connection with a 
ranch. From what ho saw of tho corpao 
and ils position, ho hud no reason to doubt 
but that tho Btory told by the companion of 
the unfortunate man is true. 

The wound was of such a nature that it 
could hardly have been indicted in any 
other than some such way as that described 
in the narrative." 

It could not be'lcarned last night whether 
any steps had been taken to remove tho 
dead man from where he lay when seen by 
Mr. Martingale, nor has any word been re- 
ceived us to the movements of his com- 
panion, hut it is supposed that ho has 
darted for town.

Bill Nye Addresses the Sons of the 
Soil— He Discusses Divers 
Problems 



And Tells How to Amuse the Soil so 
That it Will Laugh iu the Autumn 
with Abundance.

The following are, extracts from an -ad- 
dress which I am now preparing aud hope 
to deliver before our encampment of 
farmers to bo held at Philadelphia dur- 
ing tho coming autumn. The subject Be 
lected for tho address is, " Why do farm- 
ers eat canned vegetables ?" Later 1 shall 
nlso speak, if urged to do bo, on tho sub- 
ject of " The appalling death rate among 
horned cattle along tho right of war of 
railways and the liability of common -car 
riers for loss of memory and impaired vi 
tality among mules, caused direcK'y or 

indirectly by injuries received at the 
hands of such common carriers." 

1 shall speak with considerable abandon 

regarding railways. 1 shall cry aloud 
and spare not. Yesterday 1 wrote to Mr. 

Boyd, of tho Pennsylvania road, for 

transportation for self and wife to and

from the encampment, and a good tine 
may be confidently looked forward to if 
Mr. Boyd should scud same as requested 
in my esteemed favor of late date. 

In speaking to the farmers of -;he 
United States I feel some freedom and 
some sympathise interest, for by birth 
and natural selection 1 am a farmer, hav- 
ing pasEcd my earlier years on a farm, 
and now in my declining days, "-when 
tho frost is on the punkin and tho fod- 
der's in the shock," I am again encourag- 
ing the horny growth which betokens 
manual toil in the tield. Literature witli 
me has been merely a fad, an incident, as 
it were. Farming has been my joy, my 
life, my boon, my outing, my vacation, 
my dream and my religion. While 1 
have flown to the pen in my iiours 1 f de- 
jection and when cast down, my life work 
has been to cross the sheep sorrel with 
the horse chestnut, and thu3 produce a 
clotheshorse that would give general sat- 
isfaction. 

It is therefore with no newly awakened 
intelligence that 1 approach agricultural 
.questions, but with the courage and vigor 
of an 8-pound and 6-ounco brain that has 
thought rapidly upon these subjects while 
other brains were seeking good society, 
where they could avoid thought. It is 
not a newborn thought, with a limber 
neck and long clothes, that I introduce to 
your notice to-day, but mature and well 
seasoned judgment upon these matters 
which so closely interest the farming mil- 
lions of America. We as farmers are like 
the horse— patient and intelligent, hut 
yet with a power which if used in our 
own interests would easily jolt the Bpine 
of the professional man and cause him to 
«it up iu the middle of the road and ex- 
claim bitterly, " Where was I at?" 

The question before us is, " Why do 
farmers eat canned vegetables 1" 

Oi.e reason, I opine, .is that they "come 
from the store." But is that a cogent 
reason / Should we eat an inferior arti- 
cle of food at a high price in order to be 
metropolitan and assume an air of reck- 
less gayety and ground feed which so ill 
becomes ub '/ 

Another reason that we eat canned 
vegetables, 1 opi'10 again, is that we have 
been trying to live down an erroneous 
impression noticeable for many years 
among the gay and godless but well clad 
resident" of 'he oily. For centuries it 
waa generally believed by those who 
dwelt in town that farmers ate largo quan- 
tities of cream, and that their gardens 
were full of every conceivable fresh veg- 
etable and fruit. This theory has been 
exploded with a loud and reverberating 
roport. 

Farmers eat leos crenm than the pale 
and Beductory but scholarly green goods 
dealer, aud the poor peoplo of the busy 
marts of trado have more fresh veget- 
ables, except when they are in tho coun- 
try on their regular Fresh Air Fund va- 
cation, than tho farmer does. Farmers 
as a class have to grow their crops for 
market, and they are in luck if they can 
market them. If they cannot market 
them, of courso they can cat the.n, but 
not othorwiso. 

Of course in those calculations wo do 
not consider the agricultural freak known 
aa tho fore handed fanner, but rather tho 
rank and lilo — the mass, as it were — of 
those who are seeking to wring from a 
reluctant and buggy soil broad for the 
eater, seed for the aowor, wool for the 
wearer, meat for the mentor and soup for 
souper. 

Wo farmers aro often asked : Why 
don't you keep our boys on tho farm 1 
Why do we not entertain them more'/ 



Why don't \vc have a billiard table and 
orchestrion iu tho barn, so that our boys 
can bo happy at homo and not seek bo 
become rones and debauchees 1 They also 
ask us why wo do not get a pur of bright 
red mules and raise a tlock of nice Ted 
mules for tho busy mart. 

Most every one feels frerj to advise tho 
farmer, and every 'little wTlile sonic man 
who has amassed eighty- four dollars in 
trado comes out on tho farm with a caso 
of ginger ale, and also one of hay fever, 
bringing with him, too., a little red cover- 
ed book on how to amuse tho soil so that 
it will laugh in tho autumn with abun- 
dance. 

Anon ho will he seen trying; to hive a 
large mortgage by means of a green mos- 
quito net, but with ill success. The 
farmer obtains more such advice and 
example than moat anybody else. Those 
who fear that tliey may not succeed as 
ragpickers in town still know that they 
can stuccoed on tho farm if the worst 
conies to tho worst, liven the man who 
picks up the stubs of costly cigars in front 
of tho Authors' club by means of a gold 
headed cane with a brad in the end says 
to himself at night : Vuilu .' It matters 
not. Tray beyent ! If 1 fail at this the 
clover scented fields aro awaiting nte. 
Negotiant est negotiant ! 1 may at least 
buy a caw and raise virus for vaccinating 
purposes on tho farm. 

Even the soro eyed beggar who haunts 
the busy marts says over and over again 
beneath hia awe inspiring bteatli : " 1 am 
not at the bottom yet. I still live in 
town. If I fail mentally 1 may still be a 
farmer. " 

But is there no way by which wo as 
fanners may at least get a percentage of 
the vegetables that grow on tho faoe of 
the earth ! " l!<iw 1 pity the people," 
says Mr. T. (Ireiner, "who from choice 
or necessity are continued eaters of hog, 
and the murderous monotony of whose 
scrofulous diet is not broken or offset by 
the gratifying changes which the home 
garden affords ! How I pity the sad eyed 
housewife with the daily question on her 
mind, ' What shall 1 cook for breakfast, 
for dinner, for supper ?' " 

We may not he able to have Neapolitan 
ice cream at every meal on the farm, but 
wo may raise vegetables. I have this 
season grown the plainer vegetables with 
great success, and though some of them 
have cost more than I could wish 1 hope 
to reduce the expense by another year, so 
that 1 will feel it. less. 

We should not give up too easily in 
trying to raise vegetables. Canned corn 
is better than nothing, but corn grown on 
the placo is far better. So it is with all 
other truck. An acre will keep a large 
family in vegetables and produce some to 
s:\\. 1 could not sell any this year ; but 
next year, if 1 can raise a few extra veg- 
etables and sell them at what they have 
cost mo this year, 1 will buy a billiard 
table and lit up a dive in the barn, so that 
the boys will not yearn to leave tho farm. 

I notice that we should take more care 
to have our vegetables early. The earlier 
you can have your vegetables ra,-.dy in 
the spring the more notice they will at- 
tract. 1 surmised this myself this sea- 
son, but my cold frame was a shade too 
cold, 1 presume. At least when my veg- 
etables were ready for the market they 
created no excitement. Again I erred 
in selecting the sito for my garden. 1 
chose it because it had a good view of 
Mount Pisgah, and in doing so forgot to 
choose a [dace that was arable. Arability 
is me of tho most charming qualities a 
garden can possess. 

Fried pork and lardy pies give us the 
"American complexion," and heavy or 
hot bread helps to bring out its beauties. 
It is 110 disgrace to be a peasant, but it is 
a disgrace to endow our children with the 
pork habit a' d the pork complexion iu a 
land where the sun and soil and rain in- 
vite us to grow and eat other things. 

.Salt pork over and over and over again 
drives the farmer lad to steal apples in 
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youth and in maturor years to run for 
congress. Rancid bacon, impure lard 
and heavy hot bread generation after 
generation produco tho dyspeptics and 
disturbers of a nation - the Soukless 
Simpsons and the Witless Watsons of 
their time. 

According to statistics taken in Illinois 
in 1868, only 17 per cent, of the farmers 
had strawberry patches. Pork and pat- 
ent medicines play into each other's 
hands on tho farm, and the boy who 
ought to bo a young giant at twenty is a 
pallid, Bcrauny and unhappy old nun. 

Many a farmer boy has to go into town 
for his watermelons, his apples and his 
strawberries. JIo may bo able to got a 
tasto of them on tho Fourth of July, and 
that has to do, for on other days ho has 
to work so hard that iu the evening ho is 
too tired to steal them. 

A farmer's horso will not do hia work 
unless he has the proper food and of the 
best quality, hut many a farmer's wife is 
required to eat unwholesome food and 
cook it horsolf, then to do tho other 
work and become tho mother of self 
made and sockless statesmen besides. 

Let us take these great truths to heart, 
fellow farmers, and encourage tho truck 
patch, not for gain, but that our wives and 
children may be well and happy. Would 
you rather lill a house with asparagus or 
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pain killer ? Should wo properly nour- 
ish our child ron or feed them with pat- 
ent medicines I 

It is true that we have many, very 
many foes to meet — onfavorablo weather 
from without and insects from within — 
but these are to be -not with philosophy 
and other chemicals. Eternal vigilance 
i3 the price of tho watermelon, and tho 
same rule may be applied 10 other veget- 
ables. Many 'preventives have been pit- 
on ted and introduced among farmers, 
and most of them are of no avail. Vet 
gardening lias made much improvement, 
as has also agriculture generally, stock 
raising and bee culture. 

Some, years ago, in Georgia, there lived 
a farmer whom wo will call Troofle— 
Amos E. Tronilo. "I was working one 
summer for Troofle," sa d a neighbor of 
mine tho other day while speaking of tho 
rapid strides that agriculture had made 
lately. "I was working thore and so 
was my brother Culo. One afternoon n 
man conies along that was selling these 
bore pay tent bee gums with sashes to 'em 
that git abet of a good deal of the 
trouble it is to hive a passle of bees, and 
ho wanted right snou t to sell one to 
Troofle, but Troofle felt too pure to boy 
payteut bee gums as times was, for 
money matters was powerful scurce then. 

"But the man lie hung on and allowed 
that hit would suit htm to stop for dinner 
and feed his horse, unci then if Troollo 
would furnish the lumber ho 
tho gum for a dollar and give 
directions, so's that he could 
and not gut stung. 

"After dinner tho man took and 
turned in and made up the boo gum with 
what we could hope him, undeistand, 
and Trooile gave him his dollar, and the 
man lit his pipe utid got in his wagjin. 
Then Troofle saya, regarding them du- 
cctioiis, 'Mister, you mustn't furgit that 
'fore you go, fur nothin pesters mo like a 
bee sting, and 1 regard 'em as tho pizen- 
est thing in the whole world.' 'All 
right,' says tho feller, aud bo Trofle calls 
me and Cale to come there, so's that if 
he was away when the bees swarmed 
we cud I tend 'em without gotlin stung. 

"The feller look two or three draws at 
his pipe, and then says, kind of slow and 
thoughtful, like a man that is far away 
from homo an 1 sort of lniiesomehke, 
'You have saw,' he says, J how the |»um is 
math! for the convenience of tlie bee, and 
with regards to getting stung,' ho says, 
kind of touching up his stock with the 
whip and startin off down the road, 'the 
heal way to get shot of a bee st i g is to 
not go nigh where they air.' 

Among the enemies to plant life are 
i lie, ant whioh I never could seo the use 
of except for the sluggard to reBort to. 
Tho ant, or formica, is a small red or 
black insect with a sharp acid taste, and 
ill Africa is eaten as a relish iu place of 
pickles. Mr. Stanley very truly says 
that in equatorial Africa the natives often 
use the larger ants on their bluo points 
instead of lemon. 

Boiling water is the best treatment for 
ants. The ant bores into the ground an i 
constructs a residence of halls and gal- 
leries, which if tilled with hot water may 
be robbed of its homelike air. Poisoned 
molasses are also used near the ant ho e 
with good effect, so that 1 have seen as 
high as 1,000 ants and a sluggard or two 
killed in one night in a small garden 
where inuskmelons were growing iu pro- 
f usii HI. 

The aphis, or plant louse, is another 
enemy ol the fanner, Mid may bo said to 
rank next to tho tariff and the man who 
wishes to explain same. Tobuccn is death 
to the plant louse. The louse is bitterly 
opposed to the, use of tobacco iuony form 
aud cannot see why it should be popular 
wit h anybody. 

The asparagus beetle is another insect 
that seems to lie getting quite a hold up- 
on the American people. Kerosene 
oniulsioiiH willwiuk will on these Lugs 
and break down their constitutions. 
The bean weevil and pea weevil give 
the gardener much trouble, and espe- 
cially ill fields where the canned bake 
bean is maturing. Where the weevil 
has gained ground in Massachusetts the 
can winch used to attain an average- 
weight of four pounds now rarely weigh 
over two pounds. 

The Ohio experiment station has as 
certained that seed exposed to a heat ol 
L45 (legs. Fahrenheit is free from the 
larviu of tho bean weevil and may pos- 
sibly germinate if planted. 

The green lettuce worm, the radish fly, 
the cabbage worm, thu lightning rod 
worm, the celery worm, thu com or boll 
worm, the cucumber beetle, the cutworm, 
the Ilea beetle, the onion maggot, the 
May beetle, the onion lly and the pars- 
ley worm are a few of the farmer's 
friends; also tho dew weevil and its 
enemy, the dogood. 

Snails -ire voracious enemies of the gar- 
den, and Mr. Greineraays that tlie only 
way to deal with them is to Bcatter pieces 
of orange peel on thu ground at night, 
and tu the morning one can, if very 
active, capture the snail, which is su fond 
of the orange peel that it forgets to go 
home to ito family for breadfast, and thus 
may he headed oil' and run down by a 
brisk man. 

Wo need hardly mention the squash 
vino borer, the squash bug, tho wire- 
worm or the unearned increment, all of 
which are the enemies of thu fanner and 
the gardener. 

Let us strive against these foes nnd 
seek intelligently to oat more good vege- 
tables ut home instead of saving for our 
families only those articles which tho rich, 
the pampered and tho sedentary refuse 
to buy.

PEACE RIVER COUNTRY. 

A Church of England Missionary (Jives Ad- 
mirable Accounts of It. 

The following letter lias been handed us 
for publication lo show that Mr. Warburton 
I'ike made a slight mistake when he pro- 
nounced the Peace River country unlit for 
settlement : 

My I)r.Al£. Silt, — I am just in receipt of 
your favor, and will very willingly give you 
all the information I can. There are some 
features of this Peace River country which 
are very favorable, and still, on tho other 
hand, there are a great many 
drawbacks in connection with it. 
In regard to climate, I think it is fur 
superiur to Kigina — not so cold, and bl r- 
ziulaare unknown in this country. We 
generally have a break-up of winter about 
the 20th to the '25th March. Last spring 
we commenced plowing on the 1.1 th April; 
sowed our first wheat on the 15th. The 
previous year, 1S9U, was rather late. 1 
think it was about the 24lh April when wo 
began tpring's work, but thu year before 
that, 'N'J, we began plowing on the 1st 
April and sowed w heat on the 4th, and in 
the fall wo can plow up to the 25th Octo- 
ber. However, my views ol a 
luryo section of this country have 
very materially altered since I w .a out in 
INS!), we have a section of country some 
•2().\">(J miles — the most beautiful that I have 
ever seen. It is just like an English paik, 
prairie and blull's in succession. In 1SS-I, we 
broke up a few acres in the veiy centre of 
i hia seel ion; we have only had two good 
crops off it, and in two years it waa a total 
failure with frosts, and the other years the 
crops were badly damaged. Last year we 
abandoned tho place, so that I 
really could not advise settlement 
upon it It does seem too bad that 
the liabilities of one or two nights' frost in 
the season should ruiu the prospects of a 



including mission stock, wo havo only about 
:«J head. You would need to bring in a 
ten in of some kind, and horses or oxen ut 
Kdmontou must bo cheap now tho rail- 
way is there, Wo have a Massey 
Harvester, and wo can cut your 
grain und thresh it for you. We are 
pretty well fixed. We have a blacksmith 
oulfit, und anything we have you ahull have 
the uae of. I am »fruid there would be 
some ilifiieulty in finding a house for you, 
but timber is so abundant on the river that 
you cm soon get a shuck up. I hope we 
shall bo ablo to give you £.11 the seed grain 
that you require. The great trouble with 
this country is getting into it. From Ed- 
monton to Athabasca Landing, there ia a 
cowl road. The distance ia neurly 
100 miles, then from Athabasca 
Landing to Lesser Slave Lake, it 
is walcr communication up si ream 
Athabasca River, SO miles; Lesser Slave 
River, GO; Lesser Slave Luke, 70 miles. 
Thence from Lesser Slave Lake to l'euee 
River is about. 90 miles and a horrible road. 
Freight rates from Kdmontou to the land- 
ing will he about SI per 100 lbs: from the 
landing to L'sser Slave Lake, we have been 
paying f'i.Sfi, hut a nighbor of ours is 
going to do my freighting ut S'J per 100 
lbs., from Lesser Slave Lake lo our 
place wc do our owu freighting. Iam pur- 
posing to jio out to Edmonton in the 
Spring. I expect to be there about the 
first week in Juno. If you decide to come 
in, I wish you could get there hy that time; 
however, if you wish us to make uny ar- 
rangements for freight for you, it may be 
well for you to write me under cover to 
Jus. KiHlop, Athabasca Landing. You 
can judge of my faith in Peace River 
when I tell you that my mission is 
entirely self-supporting. I do not get u 
dollar from any missionary Bociety. Two 
years ogo I gave up my stipend from the 
Church Missionary Society. All we have 
lo depend on is voluntary gifts and our 
crops. 1 think I havo given yon most of 
the leading features of this country. Ilertie 
— "my son" will give you particulars. 
I havo just received an applica- 
tion fiom u Mr. Macdonald in Hamil- 
ton. Ho seems very anxious tu 
come in. I also, a few weeks ago, 
received along communication from a parly 
who was unxious to form a colonization 
society for Peace River, but I have diB- 
cournged that. With kind Christian re- 
gards, 1 am,

1 sent out samples hist full and Ogi Ivies the 
millers say "that nothing liner in quality 
was raised in Manitoba or the Provinces 
last season." But the unfortunate thing is 
that the land on the river is very limited. 
Kiditor ten men that would attempt any- 
thing at fanning would occupy the whole of 
tho available lands. I brought in a large 
outfit for a country like this in machinery, 
stock nnd buildings. I have expended 
about §5,000. My aim was to try and help 
iheso peoplo to farm, but 1 am about »ired 
of it. I have only three families that will 
ever do anything. I should bo really glad 
if a few good families would eomo iu nnd 
crowd the rest out. The country for stock 
raising is simply unlimited, but a man only 
needs stock sufficient for his own needs, as 
there is no sale for cattle or beef. Really, 
the only thing that there is any money iu ia 
wheat. There cannot be less than 1,000 
bags of flour brought into this Peace 
River country every year. This flour 
comes from Winnipeg and costs not less 
than $!l put down here. Flour sells 
at a fcik. rate which represents 
312.50 per bag. Now, if we can raise wheat 
that we can put flour at £li or 87 per bag it 
will keep Manitoba Hour out, und I have no 
doubt but a thousand bugs could be sold 
every year. This is what I am aiming at: 
We havo a steel mill, which wo run by 
borne power; I have been thinking of put- 
ting in a water gristmill, but I havo now 
decided to go in for u 10 If. 1' 
engine, which I have already ordered in, — 
to eomo through next summer, und if we 
get , r >0() luahels wheat next, summer, I shall 
immediately order in a Waterouoe por- 
table flour mill. If you decide to come to 
Peace River, I will do nil I can to get you 
located as in ur t he M ission as I can, and 
render you all the ansintanee. in my power. 
We have a school established here : we have 
nineteen children In our school this winter. 
Ao to outfit am! slock, I would advise you 
to purchase as little as you pnssilily con. 
Until you have seen the country and hie ited 
yourself, we may manage to let you have a 
covv. I have two sous here, and altogether

Ho lived in tho oil district of Pennsyl- 
vania, and the land ho sold went to men 
in the oil business. Mostly with his own 
hands I'nclo Ben built tho solid stone 
house in which ho kept the big treasure.

Four men, three of whom 
wero strangers to that locality, had form- 
ed a plot to rob him. They had taken 
possession of an old shanty in tho woods 
a mile away, and 0110 of them had written 
the letter as 11 decoy.

1 slewed the barrel 
agiinstthe foot of uncle's bedstead, got 
lown the clothes line from its peg and live 
minutes later I had man and barrel and 
bedstead so firmly lashed together that I

Particulars or Her Wrecking 011 I.ako Su- 
perior— Largo iboss of Life., 



Sault Ste. Marik, Mich., Sept. 2.— The 
fish tug T. M. li. A. arrived, last night, 
huving as a passenger Harry Stewart, of 
Algoutic, Mich., wheelsman and only tur- 
vivor of the mammoth steel steamer 
Western Reserve, which foundered, Tues- 
day morning, about i) o'clock, bixty miles 
above Whitefish Point, en ruuli: to Keewe- 
naw. Thu Western Reserve left tho 
S10, Tuesday, having on board us passen- 
gers Captain IVter M inch, the owner, his 
wife, tu o children and sister-in-law, beside 
the reglllur crew of twenty • two 
hands. The rest of the steamer's history is 
short, and the fatality is best told in the 
wotds of Stewurt., the only survivor of the 
terrible disaster: livery thing went well 
until about (it) miles above Whitefish point, 
when the first warning of impending danger 
was a terrible crash, caused by the huge 
craft breaking in two. She took water fasr, 
and the yawl boats were lowered. Captain 
M inch , family, officers and crew to the 
number of seventeen got into a wooden yawl 
and the others took u metallic one. The 
It-servo sank in ten minutes, and before 
she wus out of sight the metallic yawl 
capsized. The other boat succeeded in 
rescuing two of tho occupants, and tho 19 
survivors started for Whitefish point, 60 
miles away. Considerable sen blew up, but 
the yawl weathered the breakers all night 
until 7 o'clock next morning. When about 
10 miles fr. m life-saving; station No. 10 and 
about a mile from shore the boat capsized. 
Stewart says be saw none of the occupants 
afterward. The cries of the children, the 
set earns ot the women and the mouning of 
tho nrcn were terrible for a few moments. 
He struck for shore, and afier two hours in 
the water landed about 10 miles above the 
station, and hud to walk thero before reach- 
ing liny one able to render him assistance. 
Search failed to reveal a trace of any other 
survivors of the wreck, and there, seems to 
be no question thut all wero drowned.

AN INTERVIEW WITH THE POPE 

A French lady journalist, Madame 
Suveriuo, has had an interview with tho 
Pope and sends a most graphic account 
of it in Figaro. Sho says that, though 
hero profession his trained her to bo 
unmoved in most circumstances, there is 
something in tho surroundings and the 
memories they recall which makes her 
heart boat faster. Sho continues : "My 
path lies up the staircase along tho mon- 
umental gallery where the Swiss Guards 
are discoursing, atill clad like tha troop- 
ers of Julius II , up the marblo staircase 
of throe Mights which are equal to six 
ordinary ones at least, over the Cortilo 
San Damaso, up thrco more stories, 
across halls so numerous that my brain 
begins to swim, and 1 hardly know where 
lam. My turn has come. 1 enter, bow- 
ing thrice. A hand takes mine, and 
gently raises me. 'Bo seated, my 
daughter, you aro welcome.' Pale, up- 
right, and unattenuated, hardly visable, 
so littlo remains of material substance 
within that wrapping of white linen, 
there sits the Holy Father in a large 
chair, behind which stands a table sur- 
mounted by a crucilix. Tho light strikes 
full on the lino face of tho Latin Prelate 
throwing tho delicate features into relief 
-the features of a face vivified, electri- 
fied, so to speak, by a mind so fresh, en- 
thusiastic, so valient for good, so alive 
for moral niiseoy, so compassionate to 
bodily suffering that its glanco fills tho 
onlooker with wonder. It seems a mir- 
aculous dawn hoveling over a sunset. 
The incomparable portrait if Chartrain 
alone can give an idea of that eagle 
glance, but even ir. has too worldly an 
effect, and all the flaming mass of purple 
behind tho snowy cossuck gives the 
chocks a gleam and the eye a brilliancy 
in tho picture which are softer in tho 
Pope himself. To explain what 1 mean, 
I shall s iy that 1 found the Pope more 
spiritualised, with a personal radienco 
more benignant, less of a king and more 
of an apostle. A gentle benevolence, 
half afraid, it would seem, lurks in the 
curve of his lips and shows itself only in 
his smile; and at the same timo tho 
straight, strong nose reveals the will — 
tho unbending will, one that can wait. 
LooXlIi. resembles a saint in some 
cathedral window, but what attracts and 
rivo s attention aim st as much a3 his 
face is the hands — long, delicate, trans- 
parent hands, with contours of unrivalled 
purity — hands which seem with their 
agate nails offerings of precious ivory, 
laid upon a shi ine. His voice has a far 
away sound as if it had travelled to a dis- 
tant country on tho wings of prayer, and 
loved rather to soar towards heaven than 
to stoop 10 mortal ears. Nevertheless, 
in conversation it returns from the Gre- 
gorian monotone, with a noto in major 
key. Besides a mere trifle, a local habit 
lends his discourse a peculiar savor, a 
spice of nationality. Though, the Pontiff 
speaks correct and eleg nt French, at 
every moment tho typical Italian ex- 
clamation ecco breaks 111 with its two 
crackling syllables."

Vancouver, Sept. 3— (Special).— The 
Royal City roosters are crowing to wake 
the dead to-night. The whole city is iu a 
jubilant uproar. Even the bosom of the 
Fraser is agitated, and the brow of the hill 
is wreathed with victory. The celebration 
thero to night will tako tho thunder clean 
out of tho coining carnival. 

The Westminster lacrosse team won from 
tho Vancouvers to-day in their scheduled 
game, and tho lingers of the former team 
are dallying with the folds of tho seusou'u 
lacrosse pennant. 

Your correspondent told every one in 
this morning's issue how it would be — if the 
Royal City rustlers won the first game they 
could not be beaten, und they were not. 
They played magnificent lucrosse; tn did 
tho home team, but the Fraser river boys 
beat them on their merits. 

This is the first time Vancouver has beoa 
defeated, on the home grounds, too. Referee 
A. E. McNaughton kept his temper through- 
out a most trying match, and won praise 
for fairness and firmness. J. A. Smith cap- 
tained Vuncouver, and A. Mucdunuld, West- 
minster. The time-keepers were W. S. 
Taylor and (!. Culdwell, and tho umpires 
Messrs. Little und Boyd, of Toronto. 

The lirst game was ended iu six minutes. 
The features were no grand stand play, Van- 
couver's lightning tips, Westminster's ner- 
vous rushes, rapid chango of position nud 
remarkable head play. The finish was : 
Peolo to Ryall, Ryall to Cambridge, who 
made the lucky shot for Westminster. 

The second game features were fierce, 
determined checking and ubsence of in- 
dividual exhibitions tor the reservo seats; 
for Vancouver, Myers did great work in 
goal: the great game of defence put up 
against tho visitors' unexcelled attack : 
Billy Quano'B brilliant performance iu 
scrimmage work; for Westminster, Stewart 
Campbell's long, straight throws on goal, 
and the wonderful team work of the home 
Quintette, After 27 minutes, Ryaii passed 
to Brouso tffjd Brouse scored for West- 
minster. It was ci'2 imed thc b 7 U , * ont 
high, but tho objection wa.i over-ruled. 

In tho third game tho homo fcW» ^ re 
caught napping. A scrimmage befoT" 
eouver's goal, and Peele scored for West- 
minster in four minutes. 

After this game the Westminster home 
were visibly fagged by the heavy defence 
play of the Vancouver team, and as a result 
in game No. 4, after 35 minutes very rough 
play, A. E. Quigley scored for Vancouver. 

A most unpleasant feature of this game 
was the intense feeling engendered by the 
intemperate play of both teams in their 
mighty straggle for victory. It only re- 
quired the slightest accident to cause an 
outbreak, and the accident occurred. 

Spain and Cambridue were in the middle 
of a vicious tussel for the ball close to the 
fence. Spain's lacrosse flew up and struck 
a spectator in the face, Dave Cray, of West- 
minster. That gentleman, laboring under 
the disadvantage ui intense excitement, did 
not stop to think that it was purely an ac- 
cident, hut jumped over tho fence to attack 
Spain. He had not reached the players, 
however, In tore Spain wus pounding Cam- 
bridge, us he alleges, for hitting him con- 
siderably below the wind. Cray seized 
Spain and commenced to pummel him un- 
mercifully. They were htopped by the po- 
lice. 

Another excited Vancouver man, highly 
estecemed for his manliness and love ot fair 
play, unfortunately lost his temper. He 
remarked quietly enough: "Arrest Cray 
and put my name to the warrant.'' 

A Westminster gentleman, also highly 
esteemed but entirely beside himself with 
impotent ruge at the seeming persecution of 
a Westminster man, cried out " Your name 
is not worth anything." 

The Vuncouver gentleman resented the 
reproach by a blow. Three other West- 
minster men rushed at the Vancouver man, 
One was held by Swift, of the Vancouver 
team, and the other two were severely 
handled by the alleged Vancouver champion 
of fair play. 

Then a great crowd und tho police sur- 
rounded the belligerents, und they were 
finally separated, and lacrosse ugain held 
tho undivided attention of thc spectators. 

But Spain and Cambridge were not in it. 

Tho Fifth game. Features were very 
swift, splendid team play on both aides. 
After six minutes, Quigley tipped to Dra- 
per, Draper to J. Quunn, Quann scoring for 
Vancouver.
